Last 2 Soviet Spacemen 
Brought Back For Landing 


MOSCOW (AP 
—The Soviet 
Union s most ambitous manned 
space mission ended today as 
the last pair of cosmonauts on 
the project landed safely on the 
snow-swept flatlands of Soviet 
Kazakhstan. 
The last of three space-cruft, 
Soyuz 8, plummeted into the 
earth ’s atmosphere and drifted 
down on target 400 miles from 
the Baikonur launchpad where 
it had blasted off nearly five 
days earlier. 


Search and rescue helicopters 
spotted the spacecraft's bright 
orange parachute through the 
haze and picked up the stubble­ 
faced cosmonauts immediately. 
The helicopters headed straight 
for a receiving post in the city 
of Karaganda. 
The landing of Soyuz 8 closed 
out the week-long Soviet space 
venture. It failed to produce the 
first space platform after ap­ 
parent but unexplained difficul­ 
ties. 
But tile Soviet Union proved 
that it can carry out troika 
flights with the Soyuz. Never be­ 
fore had three space ships and 
seven men been in orbit at the 
sam e time. 
Cosmonauts Vladimir Shata- 
Iov and Alexei Yeliseyev com­ 
pleted nearly five days in orbit 
and both “ feel excellent,” Mos­ 
cow Radio said. 
The big Soyuz 8 spacecraft 
landed in the snow-blanketed 
fields of Soviet Kazakhstan, not 
far from the Baikonur launch­ 
pad. 
Soyuz 6, with two men aboard, 
landed Thursday and Soyuz 7, 
with three men, came down Fri­ 
day. 
Dr. Boris Paton, a top Soviet 


scientist and an expert in weld­ 
ing techniques, said the experi­ 
ments carried out by the two- 
man Soyuz 6 spacecraft Thurs­ 
day would be highly significant 
iii mastering the construction of 
orbiting space stations. 
But Paton added that more 
tests are necessary on earth to 
determine the results of tho ex­ 
periments. 


The orbiting spacecraft also 
had a communications session 
with one of the floating tracking 
stations, the Soviet ship named 
Cosmonaut Vladimir Komarov. 
The radio link w as set up with 
the help of Soviet communica­ 
tions satellite Molniya I and the 
connection was stable, an an­ 
nouncement said.

The most m iserable aspect of 
any increase in joblessness is 
that those least able to afford a 
lay off are the v ery ones that re ­ 
ceiv e the bad news. 
One wav to av oid the unpleas­ 
antness is to com prom ise, to lift 
the slowdown program just a bit 
—enough to induce sluggishness 
but not enough to create a sud 
den rise in unem ploy m ent. 
Should this be dene, howev er, 
the original problem of inflation 
would rem ain, sapping energy 
from incomes gradually but just 
as certainly as a m ore heav y - 
handed approach.

Preliminary testing of Canada’s 
polar bear population in the 
high arctic has disclosed unex­ 
pectedly high concentrations of 
DDT residues in some animals, 
the Canadian Tundra Confer­ 
ence was told Thursday. 
Charles J. Jonkel of the Cana­ 
dian Wildlife Service in Ottawa 
said the insecticide concentra­ 
tions were found in fat samples 
taken from polar bears killed in 
a remote Arctic region. 
’’We are now selecting groups 
of samples for further analyses 
from five regions of the Cana­ 
dian Arctic,” Dr. Jonkel told 
delegates from 
all over the 
world, assembled here for the 
three-day conference on produc­ 
tivity and conservation in north­ 
ern circumpolar lands. 
“The surprising discovery of 
high insecticide levels in fat tis­ 
sue of polar bears deserves spe­ 
cial attention,” he said. “We 
plan to determine these levels 
for . . . different areas of the 
Arctic by sampling every year. 
“ Polar bears are of economic 
importance to our Eskimos and 
Indian hunters; 
we seem to 
have most of the world’s polar 
bears: and the range of the spe­ 
cies includes a major portion of 
the Canadian Arctic.”

But referendum re-1 
suits prove he can have about 
anything he w atts in South Ko­ 


rea. 
The people said so by better 
than a 2-1 margin at the polls 
Friday that they want him to 
run for a third term in 1971. 
Close to IO million voters, or 
76.5 per cent of tile eligible to­ 
tal, participated in one of the 
most orderly ballotings in tile 
country’s history. 
The referendum was to ap­ 
prove a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would permit a presi­ 
dent to seek a third consecutive 
term. Park said he would quit if 
it 
didn't 
pass. 
His 
victory 
doesn’t assure hinv a third term, 
but he is regarded as an easy 
winner in elections two years 
from now when ho finishes his 
second term. 
Park. 52. who started as a ru­ 
ral school teacher and became 
an army general, said he wants 
a third term to strengthen the

alone, if it has to. against North 
Korea. He said he also wants to 
finish the economic program he 
launched in 1961 when he came 
into power.

To Succeed 
William Martin 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon announced today he 
will nominate White House aide 
Arthur F. Burns to replace Wil­ 
liam McChesney Martin Jr. as 
chairman 
of 
the 
Federal Re­ 
serve Board. 
Bums, 
a 65-year-old econo­ 
mist bom in Austria, is to take 
over the top job in the nation’s 
central bank next Jan. 31 when 
Martin’s term expires. 
Martin, who is 62. has served 
on the Federal Reserve Board 
since 1951. A former president 
of the New York Stock E x ­ 
change, Martin long has been 
regarded 
in 
financial circles 
around the globe as a symbol of 
sound money. 
Bums, who was chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers during much of the Eisen­ 
hower administration, has been 
serving since January as coun­ 
selor to Nixon. 
White House press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler Raid he did 
not know at this point whether 
another 
counselor 
would . be 
named or whether the position, 
created by Nixon, would be dis­ 
pensed with. 
As counselor. Bums has been 
a key presidential adviser in the 
formulation of domestic policy, 
taking an active interest in eco­ 
nomic matters. 
Like Martin, he is considered 
an economic conservative. 
Formally, Burns is being nom­ 
inated to be a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board but Nix­ 
on said following expected con­ 
firmation 
by 
the Senate, 
he 
would designate Bums as chair­ 
man.
